A THRILLING STORY OF A DAY 
ON THE PICKET LINE. 


The picket line was by no means th: 
worst spot in the service. It undoubted!) 
demanded nerve and vigilance, was fre 
quently dangerous, and never easy. Bu 
it had more than its share of adventur 
and sport. Picketing frequently calle 
for a long march of four or five miles 
from camp in snow or rain, the guard duty 
at the outposts, ‘two on and four off,” col: 
food, or no food at all; but for all that, i 
you ever wanted a chance to forage, if yor 
ever had a taste for honey, eggs, poultry 
or ouails, if you ever wished to swap you: 
jaded U. 8. nag for a farmers filley, fres! 
and fleet; if the acquaintance of Virgini: 

rls was a thing to be desired as a relic 
the monotony of camp life, wher 
“calico” was a scarce article, depend upoi 
it, the picket line was the place for y ou. 

At times the distance of the contending 
armies was so great that weeks would pas 
without our catching sight of the vidette 
of the enemy, and again the main lin: 
were so close to each other that picket 
duty resolved itself into a hasty march 
after dusk of a few rods in front of ow 
breastworks and lying close in ‘‘pits” fo 
24 hours with a ‘“‘weather eye” out fo: 
Johnny Reb, and passing the time at card: 
or story telling. Wesometimes manufact 
ured a little variety by occasional chats 
with the enemy’s outpost or in exchanging 

apers and articles of curiosity or conven 
at The rebs hada monopoly ef good 
Virginia “‘terbac,” while we Yanks were 
ahead in coffee and settlers’ supplies. 

It was only in active campaigning that 
picket duty became really dangerous, ther 
all friendly intercourse ceased, and thos 
whoa few days before were apparently 
on the most social terms now knew each 
other only as enemies, to be shot at sight. 
It was only at long intervals, or under 

cullar circumstances, that this rule was 
I remember at Gettysburg, o1 
the right of our line, near Culp’s hill. 
Union and rebel pickets in the lull of the 
fight, and at night-fall, drew their water 
from Spangler’s spring in common, but 
this was because their was no other chance 
for water within a mile. 

It not infrequently happened that th: 
icket lines, which then became the skirm 
sh-line of an advancing force, performe: 
the major part of an engagement. Suldiers 
of the Army of the Potomac will recall the 
fact that two miles of rebel rifle-pits and 
and five redouts in front of Petersburg 
were captured by an audacious picket-line, 
which the rebel colonel in command with 
held the fire of his men for our main battle 
line that they had not yet come in view 
A madder man than that same colonel wa: 
never seen after he finally realized that he 
had surrendered to an unsupported lot of 
Yankee shirmishers while his guns, triple- 
shotted with canister, were waiting for a 
more respectable foe. 

It was only a day or two after this event 
that the incident I propose relating occur- 
red. Itis only one in ten thousand of th 
same sort that were the daily experienc: 
of the boys in blue. It had no spevcia! 
merits of its own and is not told with the 
thought of adding to our own fame or 
detracting from the merits of many another 
body of brave fellows who risked their 
lives for the success of the cause. 

About mid June "64, Grant had detached 
“Baldy” Smith atthe White House, for a 
rapid move on Petersburg, while the Army 
of the Potomac more leisurely worked its 
way southward by the left flank from 
Spottsylvania and the North Anna. The 
hopes were to capture Petersburg before 
Lee could concentrate upon it, and so save 
a deal of hard fighting that afterward had 
to be done to give us possession of the 
Weldon and Southside roads. 

Hancock, ‘‘the superb,” had been ordered 
to ration the troops and support Smith 
with the Second Corps. For some reason 
Hancock couldn’t get his rations and so 
was unable to make the junction with 
Smith as early as had been hoped 
General Smith captured several important 
redoubts, and a long line of rifle-pits before 

the city, and then halted for reinforcements. 
Beauregard, meantime was hurrying troops 
from Richmond as fast as the worn out 
running stock of the confederacy could 
transport them. With his fresh arrivals 
he hastily formed a new line of works, a 
mile or more in the rear of those he had 
already captured, and better selected for 
the defence of Petersburg. As soon as our 
reinforcements came up, with Hancock now 
in command, another advance was attempt- 
ed. This time with poor success, for the 
Johnnies had been to bang | in strengthen- 
ing their lines, and our hard fighting of 
June 17 and 18, accomplished little more 
than the establishment of our lines of work 
in close proximity to the rebel fortifications. 

Our regiment the Twelfth had pushed 
its way, during the advance of Smith's 
Corps, through thick woods, and reached 
a position not more than 150 yards from 
the enemy’s linc. During the night of the 
18th we intrenched and threw out pickets 
with orders to bury themselves in picket 
pits before daylight. The boys needed no 
such orders, for a sharp and incessant 
picket firing had been kept up for days, 
and showed no signs of letting up. Twen- 

yards in advance of our posts, and near- 
ly a third of the distance between the front 
of the Union line and the rebels, in a small 
field, there stood a square cornbarn, raised 

on its corner posts and commanding 
a .viéw of the enemy's intrenchments, 
50 yards or more away. A party of us 
Twelfth boys who were first on picket 
near the cornrick, determined to make an 
advanced t of it. It was useless to 
attempt this before dark, however, for the 
Johnnies had become more spiteful the 
harder they were sages and nothing 
that moved on our side escaped a shot un- 
less well covered by our earthworks. 

As night came on we were relieved from 
duty, six of us, tired men though we were, 
armed with shovel and pick, made our way 
tothe barn. This we found empty. Its 
sides were nearly 10 feet in height, and 
just below the eaves an open space of some 
four inches had been left for ventilation. 
We went to work with a will shdvelling 
sods and earth into the crib; once inside 
we banked the earth against the ex 
sides, making a rampart two feet thick, 
and extending to. the opening under the 
eaves. It was as perfectly a bullet-proof

on the stock by the public. ‘These sales fo: 
the season have already commenved. Thi 
Breeders’ Gazette urges this as a favorabl 
time to purchase stock for the improvemen! 
and building up of herds. ‘Pure bred cat 
tle,” it states, “of the various approved 
sorts ere this spring being oflered at public 
auction in such numbers as to aflord an op 
portunity for the purchase of good animal: 
seldom, if ever, before presented.” And ii 
further states that, “Breeding stock to proe- 
duce such animals can be bought the next 
two months at your own price at public 
auction.”

Sowing Grass Seed. 


The season is late, and although the time 
for sowing is fully at hand, or already past, 
yet there has been but very little seed put 
into the ground up to the present date. 
Probably there is no matter in connection 
with our farming on which practice so 
widely differs as in the seeding of land to 
grass. We have been surprised, at the 
farmers’ institutes, many times, when this 
matter has chanced to come up in discussion, 
at the widely differing quantities of seed 
sown by different individuals, as stated 
by themselves, and all of them thoughtful, 
well read and intelligent men; and also at 
the varying practices in sowing and cover- 
ing the seed. Somebody must be wrong in 
his practice. Not that we would be 
understood that all practice should be the 
same, for all recognize the fact of different 
soils and varying seasons, and know full 
well that methods and practices should, in 
& measure, conform to individual condi- 
tions. But practice varies more widely 
than soll or season, and therefore there are 
some who are not right. 

At first thought it would seem that with 
agricultural papers full of instruction, 
farmers’ clubs with their discussions, agri- 
cultural societies with their organized ef- 
fort, boards of agriculture and agricultural 
colleges, that by this time a farmer ought 
to know how to sow grass seed. Of course | 
somewhere between the extremes, or among 
the different methods, there are some who 
are rightin their practice. Yet who can} 
spot the man? We have heard many farm- 
ers give their practice, but have never 
found one who was quite sure in his own! 
mind that his methods were right and| 
should nét be modified. ‘This shows the | 





demand for krowledge that lays upon the | several 


farmer. It is not our purpose at this time 
to attempt to set this matter aright, but 
rather to call attention to some extremes | 
in practice that carry with them the prob- | 
ability of error. 

There is much land that is poorly pre- 
pared for the seed when it is sown. It} 
should be borne in mind that the seeds of 
the grasses and clovers are small, and need | 
a like care of depth of covering and fineness | 
of soil of other small seeds. Delicate seeds 
cannot accommodate themselves to widely 
varying depths of planting, nor can they 
push their tender. spires through heavy, 
unbroken clods of goil. Experiments care- 
fully carried op have shown that under} 
favorable conditions of moisture these tiny 
seeds make their best growth when covered 
Only to the depth of owe-fourth of an inch, 
and that if buried much deeper are slow 
to germinate, or do not come at all. In 
this connection, if we consider the uneven 
and cloddy condition that some land is in 
when the seed is sown, it will be seen that 
there must be much seed lost. In the sub- 
sequent harrowing and levelling it is buried 
beyond a resurrection. No doubt this ac- 
Counts for the thin stand of grass some- 
times following a liberal application of ‘ 
seed. 


Again, there are those who, after pre- 
Paring land in passably good condition for 
the seed, are in the practice of only going 
Over it with a roller or a brush after the 
sowing of the grass seed. In this case a 
considerable part of the seed is but slightly 
Covered. Drying winds or drought follow- 
ing it will not grow, anc this much seed is
